Sprague says that, 
though the Kennedy as- 
sassination was the most 
photographed murder in 
history, the Warren Corn- 
examined only 26 of the 
photos. 

The Sprague article in- 
cludes 11 important pho- 
tographs, plus a tabulation 
around Dealey Plaza dur- 
ing and after the assassi- 
nation. 

The article also includes 
a spatial chart and a tim- 
I ing' chart of the event as 

preserved by photos. 

The magazine In which 
the Sprague story appears 
was founded in 1951 and 
is devoted to material on 
computers and data proces- 
essing, their applications 
and implications.
